in Far East. 


London, Nov. 12—The

yesterday that Port Arthur iiad fallen 
are net confirmed. 


Hukden, Nov. 12.—The positions of 


the armies on both sides remain little 
changed, though there is continual 
skirmishing going on with the object 
of securing minor positions tending to 
strengthen the respective lines of de- 
fense.

Caring in secretly reconnoitering the 
whole of the Japanese lines, some 
even creeping up to the' Japanese 
trenches and lying concealed there all 
day, and returning at night.

"Washington, Nov. 12. —"General J.

Larjore licnolith Tells Where Henry 


31. Stanley Lien. 


That rugged figure in recent history 


for whom darkest Africa hold lio ter- 
rors, the late Sir Henry M. Stanley, 
lies buried in Pit-bright churchyard, 
England, and at the head of his grave 
stands :i large monolith which marks

simply and plainly, but impressively, 
the resting place of the great explorer. 


The stone was chosen for the pur- 


pose in accordance with the wishes of 
Lady Stanley, who desired that the 
monument at the head of her hus- 
band's grave should express the sim- 
plicity combined with strength which 
existed in his character. 
In extreme 


length the stone is twelve feet, its 
width is four feet and its thickness 
from two feet to two feet six inches. 
It required much searching to find a 
monolith of the proper character. 


A PREHISTORIC MONSTER. 


Dinosaur Fifty Feet Lone That Died 


Seven Jtiiilliou Years Ago. 


The skeleton of a monster believed 


to be about 7,000,009 years old is being 
set up in the American Museum of 
Natural History, New York. It is the 
largest and most complete specimen of 
the herbivorous dinosaur ever discov- 
ered and was found about four years 
ago in central Wyoming in what is 
called the Bone Cabin quarry- 


It is a work of years to exhume, 


pack, ship and set up the titanic frame

of such a monster. 
That obtained by 


the Museum of Natural History con 
sists of about 15,000 pounds of bones. 
It is about seventy feet_long. The ribs 
are six feet two inches long and the 
legs from eight to sixteen feet long. 
It is believed these enormous dino- 
saurs -were able to stand on their hind 
legs and browse from the branches of 
high trees.
